Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement(s) filed 4/12/2006 and 1 1/29/2006 have been 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regard to independent claim 1 

The closest prior art taught by Dorsey et al. (US 5,910,690) teaches a circuit arrangement 
for startup current limitation for electronic modules comprising capacitors (see figure 9). 
However, Dorsey et al. fails to teach a connected comparator connected to the respective slots to 
which a reference voltage is applied and upstream of which charging capacitors are provided 
which have different capacitances and are connected in different numbers and capacitances to the 
respective slots.
